§ 101.1(a), and the Committee’s violations of 2 U.S.C. §§ 433(a) and 434(a)(3) of the Act.
Accordingly, the file has been closed in this matter.

Information derived in connection with any conciliation attempt will not become public without
the written consent of the respondents and the Commission. See 2 U.S.C. § 437g(a)(4)(B). Portions of
the file will be placed on the public record within 30 days. See Commission's Statement of Policy
Regarding Disclosure of Closed Enforcement and Related Files, 68 Fed. Reg. 70426 (Dec. 18, 2003).
